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OKLAHOMA'S DEMONSTRATION 
FARM DEPARTMENT 


In perhaps no state in the Union 
have the agricultural interests been 
given more attention and more ma­ 
terial assistance than in the elate of 
Oklahoma. 
Each 
legislature 
since 
statehood has generously considered 
the problems of agriculture tending 
toward the development of the agri- 
cnltural resources of the state and 
In none of these movements was more 
effective 
work 
accomplished 
than 
through the creation of the depart­ 
ment of Demonstration Farms. The 
department as created by the state 
conforms largely to the plana now 
in operation in various other states 
in the Union, and the following brief 
sketch of the history of the depart­ 
ment outlines what has been accom­ 
plished daring the short period that 
the department has been in operation. 
Under the present law the State 
Board, of Agriculture may contract 
■with some reliable farmer in each 
county to maintain and operate a dem 
castration farm of forty acres. The 
farmer furnishes the land and labor 
and the state furnishes the seed and 
gives instructions for the handling 
of the crop Should the farmer fail 
on account of unavoidable conditions 
to make sufficient crops to pay for 
the rent of the land all 
labor done 
upon the crops, at the price of thirty 
eertts j>er hour for labor of man and 
team, the state reimburses him for 
the loss sustained. However, if the 
crops harvested should more than re­ 
pay the farmer under the terms of 
the contract the surplus does not re­ 
vert to the state but to the farmer. 
Under this law the Demonstration 
Farm Department has been operating 
since 1009 and has accomplished the 
following results: 
it has maintained an average of fif­ 
ty demonstration farms through three 
very bad crop years abd these farm­ 
er* have each year shown profits 
•hove all cosjs. These demonstration 
farms have, in moat instances, been 
object lessons to the farmers of the 
community in the proper methods of 
good farming. They have a1] been a 
source of reliable seed of Standard

crops, since the seed furnished -the 
demonstration farmers in the first 
instance was the very best that could 
be obtained and they have been in­ 
structed to keep the same pure. These 
farms have served as a source of in­ 
spiration to surrounding fanners as 
well as a means of increased profits 
to the demonstration farmers them­ 
selves. They have shown a produc­ 
tion more than fifty per cent great­ 
er per acre than the average farms 
of the state. 
The demonstration farm 
depart­ 
ment, has, during its existence, writ­ 
ten more than one hundred thousand 
letters. More than thirty-five thousand 
of these ara the product of this one 
year’s work and more than fifty per 
cent of these have been in answer to 
inquiries. The department has mailed 
out thousands of bulletins giving in­ 
formation on the very best methods of 
handling known crops, or giving in­ 
formation regarding new crops that 
should be grown in the state. It has 
isued twenty thousand copies of the 
quarterly report of the 8tate Board

Pauls Valley, Okla., 
Sept. 9.-A 
trial during which the defendant has 
been taken ant of the city each night 
to neighboring county Jails, and one 
night was kept out in the woods all 
night riding about, closed here Tues­ 
day evening and the verdict will be 
returned at 9 
o’clock 
Wednesday 
morning. 
The defendant in the case is Alex 
Jeffries, negro, on trial for the killing 
of Lee Shireman, a state enforcement 
officer, in Pauls Valley early in 1912. 
The Jury has returned a sealed ver­ 
dict in which, it is understood, the 
negro is found guilty and the penalty 
assessed at twenty years in the state 
penitentiary. In a previous trial, the 
negro was found guilty and sentenced 
to fifteen years in prison, but he se­ 
cured a new ‘rial. 
Jeffries has been more lucky in this 
trial in avoiding mobs than he was 
directly after the killing, because at 
that time he was captured by a band 
of mendetermined to mete out sum­ 
mary Justice. Jeffries was shot sev­ 
eral times and stretched out on a 
plank apparently dead. The mob dis­ 
banded, went away and when some 
members returned next day to the 
place, the negro was gone. He had re­ 
gained 
consciousness 
and 
walked 
away.. 
Officers found the negro in a hut 
near Wynnewood and he has spent 
no nights in a Pauls' Valley Jail since 
A * tim* A*t« w , trW 
.u n - 
ed he was taken out of town each 
Bight to the Norman, Purcell or Bul- 
phur jails. Sheriff Worley has been 
YBBrding his prisoner very carefully 
as since the recent lynching of two 
negroes the old feeling against Jef­ 
fries had been revived. It is believed 
lf he were kept here all night, a mob 
would attempt to lynch him a second 
time»t and better results would be cer­ 
tain, provided thenegratoU into its 
haa^p.
